Dear AMXT devotees: We’ve done it in 
Europe! Bryan Kenney won an 
international event in France topping a 
bunch of strong competitors from 
Sweden, England, Belgium and 
Germany. The Sunday before, he was 
fourth overall. My spirits are high, and 
my tummy bulging. 

Our fourth place happened on a 
twisty course located just west of Paris. 
A large number of riders gathered for 
this June 27 bout, including Vic 
Eastwood, Andy Lee, Sten Lundin, Sig 
Pettersson, Vehkonen and Hans Maisch. 
After three straight wins, the German 
Maisch stacked up another victory for 
the red, black and yellow, followed by 
Andy Lee, England, Vermeille, 
Switzerland, and Bryan.

Bryan 
won an international event at 
Montfort-le-Rotrou only 10 km. from 
LeMans. The course was laid out in the

SUPER MOTORCYCLE PARK 
PLANNED 

Saddleback Park of Irvine, Calif., 
announced recently that they have 
entered into negotiations with the Irvine 
Co. to construct a multimillion dollar 
motorcycle recreation facility in Orange 
County. The new facility will remain in 
the same general location as the present 
site. The new park will include 
approximately 2000 acres and will 
specialize in more of the family type 
facilities of recreation as well as 
motorcycling. 

Park founder and director, Vic Wilson 
stated, ‘“‘we are planning overnight 
camping, large treed picnic areas, 
clubhouse and lodge, rental facilities, 
children playgrounds and babysitting 
services, ` fishing, amd many other 
activities to cater to the family, clubs, 
and related groups.” 

Wilson also stated, “Saddleback Park 
was the first motorcycle park 
established in the U.S. and has set a 
precedence of operation which has been 
duplicated in other areas. We feel in 
order to maintain a leading position in 
this field of recreation, we must advance 
to the next level of development."

Ontario Final Altered 


ONTARIO, CAL., July 9, 1971 — A 
tentative schedule for the final event of 


the AMA National Circuit was 
announced today by Bryan Tracy, 
spokesman for Ontario Motor 


Speedway, the site of the Oct. 17 
National Road Race. 

"We've made several changes in the 
program after talking with AMA 
officials recently, changes which all 


participants need to know," Tracy 
explained. 

"The most important is that the 
National to be run on Sunday will be in 
two heats of 125 miles each, or 39 laps 
each. Between the two will be a 45 
minute break. Time trials determine the 
starting position in the first and the first 
race finishing position determines the 


second. 


TRI-AM SMASHER 

Qualifying for the big Aug. 22 
Tri-Am Motocross at Rough Rider is 
slated for July 25 at Indian Dunes Park 
in Valencia, Calif., for Beginners and 
Novices only. Also planned for that 
qualifying day is a special Radio Team 
race in which broadcasters from several 
radio stations in the Venutra-Los 
Angeles area will face off. 

A massive amount of contingencies 
and purses totalling $15,000 thus far 
makes this the largest motocross event 
ever staged, topping even Evel Knievel’s 
fete a while back in Idaho.

“Also,” Tracy continued, “the overall 
winner will be determimed by points, 
one for a first, two for 2nd, three for 
3rd, etc., all the way down to 125, the 
total number of starters. The person 
with the lowest total after both races 
will win; in case of a tie, the second race 
performance will decide it." 

The two-race plan is new to the AMA 
National format, so rules and 
regulations need to be made clear to 
those involved. 

"Riders, mechanics and machines 
must remain in the pit area between 
races," Tracy emphasized. "No bikes, 
parts, or anything can leave the pit area. 
It means, of course, that mechanical 
problems must be corrected with the 
parts available in the pits.” 

Registration begins Tuesday, Oct. 12 
and carries over to Wednesday when 
practice begins. Friday is scheduled to 
have two races, the 24-lap, 76 mile 
Novice (1 p.m.) and the 39 lap, 125 
mile Junior (3 p.m.) 


The combined Junior/Expert race, 
covering 39 laps and 125 miles, is set to 
start at 11 a.m. on Saturday followed at 
2 p.m. with the motocross. Then, 
Sunday at noon is the first 125 mile 
National Heat One.

INTERESTING THOUGHTS 

Please allow me to express a highly 
personal attitude toward my hobby 
(desert racing) which may, in part, agree 
with the attitude of other riders. If so, it 
may help explain what appears to be 
indifference on our part towards the 
common plight of lost riding areas. 

Racing motorcycles is a very personal 
means of expressing your individuality. 
Although I do not identify with Hells 
Angels types, thumbing my nose at 
society is certainly one of my reasons 
for riding. After conforming to the 
requirements of an  overorganized 
society five days a week, it is essential 
for me to take control of my life on the 
weekends, risking it as I see fit, with 
minimum outside influence.

The charge to the smoke bomb, 
racing on a cross country trail that you 
have never ridden before (well, almost 
never) the challenge of long distarice, 
heat, cold, thirst, dust, etc. The first 
thing to bite the dust will be the sound. 
Six hundred motorcycles with 
expansion chambers cannot be heard a 
half-mile away (check this for yourself). 
By the first of August they will all have 
silencers! I won’t miss the noise, but I 
do regret having made the compromise. 
District 37 is already looking for 
alternatives to the smoke bomb 
(balloons will be tried this summer). 
The next thing to go will probably be 
the mass start. Worse yet will be the 
inevitable loss of riding areas so that 
eventually we will be riding the same 
old short course every week just like 
motocross. i 

Desert racing is like the buffalo; it has 
just about outlived its time. I do not 
intend to fight very hard to save it 
because that involves becoming 
organized. Organization is what Pm 
escaping from! Besides, as soon as there 
is clear-cut evidence that my activities 
are offensive to the rest of society I will 
stop them. I may be anti-social, but I’m 
not hostile. 


VOICES OF THE WEST

riding. On Saturday, three of us took a 
ride deep into the hills surrounding 
Jawbone Canyon to visit an old friend 
who has resided in that area for over 40 
years. His name is Mr. Bishop, a 
part-time uranium prospector, whose 
life has been spent trying to maintain a 
closeness with nature. As we 
approached Mr. Bishop at the mine area, 
we were met by a rifle barrel and an 
angry Mr. Bishop. He did not recognize 
us as we rode up which was the reason 
for the firearms staring at us. After 
talking to him for a while, he related a 
story to us that we feel has a great deal 
to do with the reason we are getting 
“kicked out” of so many riding areas. 

It seems that during the past year or 
so there has been a great deal of 
malicious damage done to his home and 
mining equipment — his house has been 
fired upon, windows shot out of his 
vehicles parked around the house, 
extensive damage done to his mining 
equipment which renders it useless, and 
fish kept in a pond near his home have 
been needlessly slaughtered by rifle fire. 

Believe it or not, this has been the 
work of afew motorcyclists who seem to 
derive a great deal of pleasure in this 
type of leisure time activity. They do 
not give a damn for anybody or 
anything except their own selfish 
interests, yet they are the first to 
complain between belches, when a 
riding area is closed down because of 
their type of behavior. 

Mr. Bishop welcomes your company.

KENT, WASH., July 10-11, 1971 — 
Dick Mann and Kel Carruthers picked 
up where they left off at Loudon and 
now their battle is 200 miles long. For 
all but the intial laps, both of the most 
evenly-matched riders to ever hit an 
American road race course dueled 
fairing-to-fairing until Carruthers, with 
half a lap to go, suffered a clunk in the 
transmission and gave Mann four 
seconds of checkered flag. 
Yvon DuHamel was the leader on the 
first lap. Cal Rayborn, who screamed in 


his earlier heat, beat DuHamel coming 
into the drag-strip straightaway and led 
for two laps. At that point, Mann took 
over and Carruthers slipped behind 
Mann. From then on it was a two-man 
show. 

The leaders changed places no less 
than 39 times during the 46-lap 
100-miler, but ironically Carruthers was 
.never in the lead at the line. He came 
within a foot or so several times, but 
Kel could maintain maximum. speed 
only by drafting Mann's sharp Beeza. 

Rayborn and Don Emde remained in 
striking distance during the first dozen 
laps but soon moved out of contention. 
Rayborn was passed on lap 26 and blew 
ten laps later, allowing Emde to take 
third unchallenged. Emde was the only 
rider besides Carruthers and Mann to 
finish all 46 laps. Gene Romero, who 
won ` this year’s Championship by 
constency, displayed more of the same 
by taking fourth although he was lapped 
by the leaders.

Last year’s winner at Seattle 
International Raceway, Ron Grant, was 
the only Suzuki to DNF (out of four), 
his machine breaking în the middle of 
the race. He was able to stand on the 
sidelines to watch the record he set last 
year become obliterated by some four 
miles per hour. 

Mark Brelsford, narrowly escaping 
disaster in Saturday’s rainy 
Junior-Expert event, fought with 
Romero before settling back to fifth, 
only to have Walt Fulton, Jr., snatch 
that away from him in the last five laps. 
Gary Nixon was one of the first to retire 
when he lost an oil line and stuck a 
throttle slide on lap 10. Mert Lawwill 
exploded in the heat and had to scratch 
the National completely. 

Dick Mann, sitting precariously at the 
top of the standings, now has two road 
race wins this year with a second and a 
third. Carruthers has one win, two 
seconds, and a tenth. Both of these 
records far exceeds the consistency of 
anyone else on the road racing circuit.

LUCERNE, CAL., July 11, 1971 — 
Hey, here’s a surprise for you! J.N. 
Roberts won the Desert Foxes’ Hare 
Scrambles this week. Oh, you’re not 
surprised? Well how about this: Rich 
Thorwaldson took second 'on his 
super-swift Suzuki. That doesn’t get you 
either? Would it surprise you if I said 
that Terry Clark got 4th overall? What 
do you mean, when’s he going to win? 
Don’t you know that motorcycle he’s 
riding is just a toy? Do you really 
expect him to win first overall? 

That’s just what a lot of his fans 
expect, and it will probably happen 
someday but this wasn't the day. In fact 
this was the sort of race in which one 
would not have expected him to do well 
at all. It was set in Lucerne Valley by 
Soggy Dry Lake, an area which has seen 
a lot of activity lately. The race was 
scheduled for 9 o'clock, but it was 
already hot by 8 o'clock and getting 
hotter by the minute. Quite a few guys 
were wandering around the pits looking 
even more strung-out than usual. These 
were the one who had ridden the 
Prospectors’ Moonshine enduro the 
night before. The enduro finished up 
about 3:30 and it’s about an hour and a 
half from enduro to race so guess how 
much sleep these jokers (including me) 
got. 

Usually a sponsoring club says the 
smoke bomb will be 9 miles from the 
start line and then they put it about 2 
miles away. Makes the riders feel like 
they’re really smoking it. Nine miles in 
only ten minutes! The Desert Foxes put 
their bomb an honest 5 miles out and it 
was a long bomb run. And a nice one.

LAZY 3 CAFE, CAL., July 10, 1971 — 
What a difference the moon makes! Last 
year the Prospectors threw the first of 
what promises to be an annual 
nighttime enduro. That first one was 
put together rather hurriedly and one 
slight miscalculation resulted in a 
spooky, dangerous run: It was 
scheduled for a night when there was 
absolutely no moon. This year the name 
was changed from “Midnight Enduro” 
to“Moonshine Enduro” and there was a 
beautiful only-three-days-from-full 
moon lighting the landscape for miles. It 
came up right on schedule too: about 
five minutes before the first man was 
due to leave. 

Night enduros require a lot more in 
the way of judgment and preparation 
than daylight enduros. The potential for 
getting someone killed is enormous, and 
even a very slight mistake can result in 
hundreds of riders wandering around 
the desert all night, finding their own 
dangerous routes. It is my very happy 
(because I rode it!) duty to report that 
the Prospectors did a really great job. 

The route began at the Lazy 3 Cafe 
near El Mirage dry lake. Along the edge 
of the lake, heading north, we went at 
15 mph. Last year over about the same 
trail, 15 mph was just about right. 
You'd hit the deep powder pockets and 
be absolutely blind time after time. 
There was no wind and the powder 
would just hang in the air. Sometimes it 
would be a full minute before you could 
see again. The schedule allowed for 
about 7 good spills before you were 
irretrievably late. This year with the 
moonlight and a slight breeze, the 
powder pockets weren't so bad and the 
schedule seemed too slow. 

The schedule gradually picked up as 
we progressed toward Four Corners first 
jumping to 18 mph and then to 22 mph, 
but it was still pretty tame and most 
riders seemed to be hitting checks early 
rather than late. A couple of rocky 
downhills were the only features of the 
terrain that seemed to give any trouble. 
Some confusion was generated by 
Check C, the third check along the path. 
First of all, the fellow manning the 
check managed to get in the wrong spot 
by about 3 miles, a fate which befalls 
every checker at least once in a lifetime. 
But further complicating things was the 
check card giving such vital information 
as key time and the mileage to that 
point. It said we had travelled 17 miles 
instead of 27 which was actually 30... 
Everyone knew something was wrong 
but no one was sure just what. Riding at 
night does strange things to your sense 
of time and distance and your 
judgment. I caught myself wondering if 
I had in fact got off the trail and 
managed to somehow double back and 
hit Check 2 again. Or maybe somehow I 
was riding the course backwards. Good 
grief, the possibilities were endless! 

Pretty soon we arrived in Four 
Corners for an hour's rest. Rest we 
didn't need but we put the hour to good 
use anyway. I had to fix my taillight 
which had ceased working (a taillight is 
almost as important on these runs as a 
headlight, if you want to keep from 
being run over in the dust), and my 
speedometer which was acting strangely. 
I managed to fix the taillight but the 
speedo was a lost cause. Gary Satterlee, 
team member number two had to ride 
into Four Corners proper to buy some 
gas, having neglected to make any 
provisions for pit support. He was 
running one of those strange machines 
that won't run on premix ... Al Fox, 
genial transplant from the happy 
isles that spawned all this off-road 
motorcycle madness, had to fix a flat 
front tire and did so in the best Six 
Days tradition, if not quite in the same 
time.

Eddy has won more 
events than most people have ridden, and did 
pretty well on this one, according to Neil 
Holt, his Webco team member. 


Al was riding his DKW in this bit but 
hehad brought along an AJS 250 (which 
his Burbank shop has just started 
handling) to ride the next day in the 
motocross. That's quite a schedule for a 
guy who remembers when the Japanese 
were better known for the quality of 
their Zero's than their Yamahas. 

After Four Corners we had a long 
deadly slow section along a dirt road. It 
was like a parade of ants or something. 
But that ended and we got into some of 
the more serious enduro stuff. There 
were a couple of tight canyons with 
rocks and deep sand and ledges and all 
that good stuff that makes you wonder 
at the time just what madness prompted 
you to show up for this thing. 

For the first time, the schedules 
became a bit of a challenge to keep. 
There were a couple of fairly steep 
rocky hills to go up and down, and a 
couple of mining roads, full of rocks, 
with pretty neat drop-offs to one side. 
One interesting thing about these night 
rides is that if you fall off the trail and 
hurt yourself, you're there until 
morning. As soon as your engine stops, 
the lights go out and that's that. 
Nobody could possibly see you if you 
were even 20 feet off the main trail. It 
tends to make you a bit cautious. Most 
of the way, other riders were in sight, 
but for while I was riding by myself, able 
to see no other lights. The trail was one 
of the more difficult stretches. The 
sense of loneliness sets in almost 
immediately. It is one of the few times 
when you're riding the desert when 
you really start thinking about how big 
it is. And how unpopulated. And how 
dark, even with the moon. It's a strange 
experience that every rider should have, 
once anyway. It’s a change of 
perspective that’s good for the soul. 

Before long we were back in the 
powder pockets alongside El Mirage. 
Choking, blinding stuff and a whole line 
of riders that I couldn’t get by. But it 
didn’t last long and we arrived at the 
Lazy 3, too late for sleep, too early for

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breakfast. Most of the riders were going 
to race somewhere the next day. I was 
headed for the Desert Foxes race. Al 
headed for the motocross. Gary got lost 
on the last section and toured an old 
desert race course until dawn. Because 
this year's race started at 10 o'clock 
instead of midnight, we finished earlier, 
which made it easier to go to a different 
spot for the next day's race, but which 
removed one element which I had 
enjoyed last year, the ride across the 
desert just as the sun comes up. I 
suppose I'm an incurable romantic. 

I've mentioned a couple of times that 
the schedule speeds seemed slow but in 
fact I think the Prospectors used 
excellent judgment in setting the speeds, 
Rescue Three which was thankfully on 
hand reported no injuries. It wouldn’t 
take much higher speeds to turn the 
fun, injury-free ride into a night of 
disaster. While on the subject, in spite of 
the fact that a few riders got lost, it 
seemed to me that the course was very 
well marked. If you were awake, you 
would notice immediately when you got 
off the trail because the ribbon was 
spaced so that as soon as you went by

one piece, your headlight picked up the 
next one. Turns and difficult spots were 
marked with irridescent green arrows 
that could be seen from a long way off. 
I was amazed last year when the run was 
marked well enough that few got lost 
and I'm still amazed. Most clubs have a 
difficult time marking a course well 
enough in the daytime. It's a real tribute 
to the Prospectors' abilities that they 
can do it at night. 

About 350 riders turned out for the 


ride, a bit less than the Prospectors had | 


hoped for. The proceeds from this run 
(along with quite a chunk from the 
Prospectors' treasury) go to send three 
of their club members to the ISDT, 
which this year will be held on the Isle 
of Man. A well-executed run for a 
worthwhile cause: Something which can 
be said of the Prospectors’ event and 
damn few others. 

There are no results as yet, but 
scoring was. by rider-carried card which

Romero, Others Suspended 


Effective July 12 the AMA has suspended Charles Palmgren, Freehold, N.J., 
Richard Hammer, Artesia, Calif., Gordon Van Leeuwen, Los Angeles, Calif., and 
Gene Romero, San Luis Obsipo, Calif., from professional competition for 15 days for 
the violation of falsifying medical forms required for professional licenses. 

The 15-day suspension is the minimum penalty provided for in Chapter 7 Article 
B, Item K, (Page 55) of the AMA 1971 Professional Rule Book, In accordance with 
this rule, suspension was levied by the chairman of the competition congress. The 
minimum penalty is based on AMA past precedence for first offenses regarding 
medical falsification. The offense of each rider came to light during a routine review 
of all professional riders medical forms that is currently being conducted by the 


AMA. 


Each rider listed above is guilty of submitting a falsified medical form with forged 
physician signature.

As the pair closed ground, Valek 
made his move and shot into the lead 
leaving Fransn to battle with another 
Swede, Jan-Erick Saellquist (Hus). 

Like Valek, Saellquist got around 
Fransn and then began to move up on 
Valek to badger him for several laps. On 
occasions, Saellquist appeared he could 
take Valek, but the Czech was 
determined to hold on to first and he 
took the flag with Saellquist second and 
Fransn third. 

Californians Jim West and Mark 
Blackwell did some fine riding in this 
first moto after poor starts. Both moved 
up into the middle of the pack within a 
short time and held their positions 
throughout the race. 

It looked as though the second moto 
would be a carbon copy of the first with 
Valek claiming the lead right away. 
Behind Valek and moving up was 
Fransn, who in turn was being pushed 
hard by Saellquist. 

In the sandy "S" turn, Valek killed 
his CZ and could only watch as 
Saellquist blasted by to take the lead. 
Fransn also passed Valek, reinstating 
himself in second place. 

However, the tables shortly turned 
and Valek regained second. Each time 
he got close to Saellquist, Valek 
received a lot of wind from the Husky's 
tailpipe as it moved on out, remaining 
first for the remainder of the second 
moto. 

When it came to the final, Valek 
began to build a fair lead when Gunnar

Husky riders Steve Hackney and Bob 
Tuggle were determined to deny Hicks a 
win in the 250 class.
